EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: Please cancel claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a method for carrying energy from one location to 
another, comprising obtaining aluminum metal from a first location, reacting said 
aluminum metal with water in a catalytic reaction wherein sodium hydroxide is a 
catalyst, thereby producing hydrogen according to a molecular ratio water/hydrogen of 
one to one, and forming a clean derivative, converting said hydrogen into energy at a 
second location; and returning said aluminum derivative to an aluminum foundry for 
conversion thereof to aluminum metal wherein reacting said aluminum metal with water 
in a catalytic reaction wherein sodium hydroxide is a catalyst, thereby producing 
hydrogen and alumina according to the formula: 2AI + 3H2O => AI2O3 + 3H2. 
Stockburger et al. teach a process for making hydrogen wherein aluminum is reacted 
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with sodium hydroxide governed by the equation: 2AI +6 H2O = 2AI(OH)3 + 3H2. U.S. 
6506360 teach a process for producing hydrogen gas, governed by the equation 2AI + 
3H2O => AI2O3 + 3H2. U.S. 5867978 teach a process for making hydrogen wherein 
hydroxides of aluminum and lithium are reacted to produce hydrogen gas.
